Verdict in Ivanhoe Wreck 


The adjourned inquest, of which Dr. 


on) Harper was coroner, enquiring into 


the cause of the death of Fireman 
Manley Richardson at Ivanhoe on the 
18th ult.. was held on December 26th. 
All the railway employees concerned 
were present, excepting the brake- 
man, who had not yet sufficiently re- 
covered from his injuries to be about. 
The evidence showed that the east- 
bound freight had exceeded the speed 
limit in entering the station yards,and 
that the way-freight did not take effi- 
cient precautions to protect themselves 
frem the incoming train, 

was also brought out that the sema- 


station yards, had been removed some 
time ago. 

» Mr. P. J. M. Anderson, Crown At- 
torney,was present and conducted the 
case for the Crown, 

Following is the verdict of the jury, 
of which Mr. W. E. Tummon, was 
foreman :—‘* That Manley Richardson, 
of Havelock, came to his death at 
Ivanhoe 0.P. R.station on the 
of Dec. 18th by suffocation from be: 
crushed between the locomotive and 
tender of 3rd “72,” running east, 
which came into collision with engine 
2454, on the main line of the above 
station. We find that while some of 
the rules of the Company were not 
strictly adhered to by the employees, 
yet in our opinion the real cause of his 
death is the action of the O.P.R..in al- 
lowing the ening out of the Ivanhoe 
yards the seiiiiphores that originally 
were there, and believe that, had the 


coueehenee been there, a fatality 
would have been averted. We would 
recommend that the attention of the 
Dominion Railway Commission be 
called to this fact.

WHITE RAINBOWS. 


Formed by a Strong Light, a Fine Rain 
and a Low Sun, 

Though rainbows are generally asso- 
clated with colors, there is such A phe- 
nomenon, very rare, it Is true, as a 
white rainbow. ‘The circumstances pec- 
essary for its formation are a fine raio 
and a strong sup. The phenomenon is 
due to the optic principle known as tn- 
terference. If the drops of water be 
very small, the Interference of the rays 
causes such a complete overlapping of 
the colors that the bow appears white, 

That is to say, the various prismatic 
colors, instead- of being thrown out 
separately, as in the ordinary prism, 
are thrown one on the top of the other, 
and the light is thrown by the sun, as 
it were, on a sheet of rain. The fine 
close rain produces the same effect as 
a woven texture. This result is still 
more noticeable where a fog takes the 
place of the rain, 

The phenomenon is not often noticed, 
because the conditions absolutely nec 
essary to the formation of a white 
rainbow are a strong light, a close rain 
and a sun lying near the horizon. 
These three conditions are not often 
present at the same time.—Westmin- 
ster Gazette. F

Why Rain Clouds Are Black. 
The color of a cloud depends on. the 
manner in which the sunlight falls 
upon it and the position of the observ- 
er. It will be noticed that high clonds 
are always white or light In color, and 
this is because the light by which they 


are seen ts reflected from the under- 


| surface .by the numberiess drops of 
| moisture which go to form the cloud. 
Heavy rain clouds, on the other hand, 
are found much nearer the earth, and 
so the light falls on them more direct: 


ly from abore, giving a silver lining to 
the cloud, though the undersurface ap- 


pears black owlng to the complete re- 
flection and absorption of the light by 
the upper layers. Seen from above by 
an observer in a balloon, the blackest 
rain clouds appear of the most daz 
zlingly brillant white.

THE UNION BANK, 


Holds Ite Ferty-cighth Anvesl 
Meeting. 


Progress in all departments of 
he Bank's activities marks the 48th 
\nnual Report recently issued by 
he Union Bank of Canada. The 
\nnual Meeting of this Bank was 
veld .in Winnipeg on December 
7th, ard was presided over by Mr. 
John Galt, the President. This was 
she first year in which the Annual 
Meeting was held in Winnipeg, the 
hange from Quebec taking place 
luring the past year. 

The statement shows net profits 
‘or the year of $706,832, which com- 
oares with #662 000 for the pre- 
vious year, The net profits for the 
‘ear 1912, together with 847,000 de- 
ived as premium on new stock is- 
ued and $71,000 carried forward 
from the previous vear, made 8826, - 
0 available for distribution. Four 
marterly dividends at the rate of 
2 per cent. each absorbed $397,000. 
The sum of $242,000 was transferred 
© the rest account, $100,000 written 
ff bank premises account and 610.- 

900 contributed to the officers’ pen- 
sion fund, leaving a balance of 
$75.000 to be carried forward. Net 
earnings for the year were slightly 
in excess of 14 per cant. on the 
average paid-up capital. A further 
examination of the report shows 
that gains were made in every de- 
partment of the Bank’s activities. 
Its paid-up capital was increased, 
and now stands at $35,000,000. Its 
rest account was also augmented, 
and now stands at $3,900.000. Large 
gains were also made in deposits. 
current loans and total assets. The 
deposits now total over $55,643,000, 
a gain of $10.000,000 during the 
vear, Of the amount, 841,219.000 is 
interest bearing and $14,423,000 
non-interest bearing. The current 
Joans at over 845,000,000 show a 
gain of $7°000.000 during the year, 
while the total assets, amounting to 
%69,400 000, show the large gain of 
$11,000,000 over the fizures for the 
previous year, Another feature of 
the report worthy of special men- 
tion is the large proportion of 
gold, silver, Dominion notes and 
other quickly available assets. 
These bear a very large proportion 
to the liabilities to the’ public. 

The Union Bank of Canada is 
rapidly forging to the front, and is 
occupying a continually larger 
place ii the business affairs of the 

The fact that the current 
loans for the year amounted to over 
$45.000.000. or a gain of 87.000.000 
over the nrevious year, indicates 
that the Bank is doing a continually. 
larger share of the country’s busi- 
ness and is catering to the busines 
needs of the communities where its 
branches are located. The fact that 
it opened 43 branches during the 
year is another indication of its con- 
tinual expansion. The/ Bank has 
now 285 branches making it one of 
the best equipped banks in the 
Domimion in this respect. 

The address of President Galt 
was a splendid review of the finan- 
cial and indurtrial conditions pre- 
vailing in ths country at the present 
time, and showed that the officials 
of the Bank kept in the very closest 
touch with the progress being made 
by the Dominion. An interesting 
feature of his report was the relat- 
ing of the history and growth of the 
Union Bank and the reason for the 
transfer of the head office from 
Quebec to Winnipeg. He showed 
that eight and one-half years ago 
when the present General Manager 
took charge the Bank’s capital was 
just one-half what it is to-day, the 
reserve fund less than one-third, 
and total assets considerably less 
than one-third.* Altokether the re-

SHORTHAND HAS HISTORY. 


Says Shakespeare's Plays Were 
First Written In it. 


During the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, writes A. T. Dolling in the 
Strand Magazine, there was a sud. 
den revival of interest in shorthand 
in England. Dr. Timothy Bright 
published his system, the first Eng- 
lish one, in 1588, and was followed 
in 1590 by Peter Bales. In 1602 
came John Willis, who wae the first 
to devise a method on alphabetical 
lines, a method crude indeed when 
compared with modern standards. 
but nevertheless the forerunner ‘of 
all our modern systems. 

Scholars are in doubt whether it 
wai the system of Bright or Willis 
Ahich waa used for taking down 
Shakespeare’s plays. For, little as 
we pauce to reflect upon it, Shakes- 
peare's plays were nearly all ‘first 
taken down in shorthand, and it is 
from the reporter's transcripts that. 
the plays were, for the most part, 
printed in the poet's lifetime. It is 
thie fact that accounts for the odd 
variants in the text. . 

As all the world knows, the inimi- 
table Samuel Pepys wrote his diary 
in shorthand. ani bv the same 
means took,down, in 1680, Charles 
IT.’s own account of the battle of 
Worcester. Previous to this the 
debates in the House of Commons 
at the time of the arrest of the five 
members by Charles I. were said to 
have been taken down verbatim by 
oné John Rushworth.

The education of children in the 
best manner in which to cross 4 
street was recommended by Mr. 
Ingleby Oddie, the Battersea coro- 
ner, at an inquest held. upon a 
schoolboy who had been killed by a 
motor, omnibus.

The 
only way in which to avoid accidents 
was for parents and school teach- 
ere to instil into the minds of the 
children the dangers of the streets 
of London. It was a matter of edu- 
cation, They must be educated to 
understand how to cross a street. |

Further drastic proposals. with 
reference to licensing have been ap- 
proved by the Birmingham (Eng- 
land) magistrates.

FOREST FIRE FIGHTERS. 


They Will Have Better Facilities in 
Future. 


During the coming winter the 
officers in charge of the Brazeau 
and Athabaska divisions of the 
Rocky Mountains forest reserve 
propose to make ‘administrative 
site’ surveys at different points on 
the reserves. Upon these sites it is 
proposed to erect ranger and look- 
out stations which will be no farther 
apart than one day’s trip by pack- 
train, along the primary trail sys- 
tem of the Brazeau reserve. It-is 
the intention to erect, this winter, 
at least three or four log cabins for 
the rangers. A telephone system is 
also being planned whereby these 
ranger stations will be connected by 
telephone to the forest supervisor's 
office. This office is centrally lo- 
cated and telephone lines will run 
in from all directions, much in the 
manner of the spokes of a wheel, 
with the central office as the hub. 

This region is one of the richest 
in Canada, and the 
future development of these coal 
fields will be amazing. A number of 
large coal mines are already in op- 
eration, and, with the completion of 
the branches of the G.T.P. railway 
now under construction, will 
shipping thousands of tons daily. 

With the fatule development of 
this country, the timber must be 
preserved. This region has once 
been forested with very valuable 
timber, which has largely been de-

MORE SCHOOLS IN RUSSIA. 


Education Making Repid Strides 
Under Czar's Policy. 

Popular education in Russia is 
making rap'd strides in advance; 
so much eo that the next statistics 
of people who can neither read nor 
write, not long ago officially esti- 
mated at 60 per cent. of the total 
population, wil] certainly indicate 
a notable decrease. In the last fil- 


teen years public instruction has 


immensely improved. 

The existing system of State 
schools was founded in the second 
half of the nineteenth century, 
when the edict of the abolition of 
serfdom appeared. Until the year 
1860 Russia only had 4,077 public 
echools. When in 1864 the semstvos 
wore established, the number of 
schools increased rapidly, and at 
the end of the '60s there were in 


Russia 22,770 schools with 1,490,915. 


pupils. 
nder Alexander ITI. pular 
education made further advances, 
and at the end of his reign the num- 
ber of schools had reached 43,385 
with 2,970,000 pupils. Under the 
resent Czar educational matters 
ave received increased attention. 
Thus the schools opened by the 
remstvos were granted a State sub- 
sidy of $190 for every fifty schools, 
while the teachers got increases in 
salary. - 
At the present time there are in 
Russia 100,295 elementary schools 
with 154,177 male and female teach- 
ers and 6,180,510 pupile. Of these 
echools 56,910 have been opened un- 
der the reign of Nicholas II., the 
present Czar. During the same 
period the number of industrial 
schools has risen from 1,223 to %,- 
|148. A teacher in the State schools 
inow begins on a salary of $172 4 
iyear. After five years he draws 
| $200, after ten years $220 and the 
maximum is only $270 a year.

Commiraioner A. 8. Goodere, of 


the Railway Board, gave one of the 
mort interesting addrecses of the 
season before the Canasdian Club of 
Teronto the other day. 

Railways, he said, had always 
been identified with the progress 
and development of any country in 
which they had been built, and-this 
had been peculiarly true in the case 
of Canada, where development and 
progress were the sine. qua non of 
the great federation that bound to- 
géther the several provinces. Can- 
ada, he pointed out, had a waterway 
of 6,000 miles between the St. Law- 
rence and the MacKenzie River, 
with 150 miles of a land break. 


” Railways Follow the Ships. 


Eniarging upon the waterway in- 
formation, he showed that railways 
had been built to connect with the 
waterways and the ports. He in- 
stanced the building of the first 
railway in Canada, the St. Law- 
rence and Lake Champlain Railway, 
m 1832, under William IV., to con- 
nect the two waterways of the St. 
Lawrence and Lake Champlain, giv- 
ing a New York outlet to the sea. 
The first sixteen miles of this rail- 
way were laid with wooden rails, 
which were replaced the following 
spring with iron rails. The road 
was completed in 1851. Little pro- 
gress was made between the years 
1837 and 1850, but the St. Lawrence 
canals in 1848 and the completion of 
the Welland Canal! in 1829 were _fac-~ 
tors in the next epoch of railway 
building, which was between 1850 
and 1860.

At this time came the Great Wes- 
tern Railway and the Grand Trunk 
Railway, which built 873 miles, con-

Few are Laxurions, 


In most of these dwellings com- 
forts and luxuries of every sort are 
usually conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, 60 that however palatial the 
exterior may seem, the interior is, 
at first sight, likely to impress the 
stranger unfavorably. For instance, 
the vestibules and entrance halls 
are rarely providel with rugs or 
carpets, which is due rather to hy- 
gienic than economic principles. 
Nor. are those hygienic precautions 
always confined to the hall, for 
even the bedrooms and passages are 
generally devoid of everything save 
absolute necessaries. But if not 
ornamental, they are commodious 
and airy. 

In point of size the estates se)- 
dom exceed 2,500 acres, except in a 
wooded district, and generally 
speaking, the management is much 
the same on all, varying slightly ac- 
cording to the mind and disposition 
of the owner. In some ways it is 
reminiscent of feudal days, when 
“the bold baron ruled supreme,’’ 
at once the friend and master— 
occasionally the misfortune—of his 
dependents. 


Must Help Dependents. 


Of late years it has been compul- 
sory for a landowner to provide for 
the education of the children on his 
estate until they attain the age of 
14. Government also insists upon 
a worker’s pension in the case of 
illness or disablement. This is ar- 
ranged by means of a “‘savings ac- 
count’’ i.e., at the end of each week 
the employe takes his savings book 
to his master, to whom he pays the 
ammount due. This eum may not be 
less than 10 pfennings (a penny and 
a fraction), and may be more at 
his own discretion—the higher the 
amounts paid ‘in the better the ‘re- 
turn. For every penny thus enter- 
ed by a workman the ' master is 
obliged to enter an equivalent sum, 
moreover, any workman attainin 
the age of 70 is entitled to a gift of 


$30. 

Besides the usual hands, there are 
in summer what are termed wan- 
der-arbetiter. These people come 
from the confines of Russia and Pol. 
and, being gathered ether and 
marched to the various German es- 
tates by overseers, whose duty is to 
interpret and to keep them at work. 
On arriving they are bound over for 
a certain number of months, but not 
infrequently there arise cases of de- 
sertion—either they wish for more 
pay and so ‘‘flit’’ in the night to an- 
other: place, or else grow esick 
and stray away to the frontier.

English Surgeon Offers a New The- 
ory on Cancer. 


An interesting theory as to the 
origin of cancer has been brought 
forward by Mansell Moullin, con- 
sulting surgeon at the London How 
pital, in a lecture before the Royal 
College of Surgeons. 


His suggestion is the growth of |S} 


tumors of all kinds in a human be- 
ing represents in some way the re- 
markable ‘capacity which some of 
the lower animals have for repro- 
ducing lost tissues and organs. 
Many very elementary organisms 
continue their species by the simple 
process of budding off a new repre 
sentative of their line or by simply 
separating a part of themeely 
with the result that the d 

pieces become new animals. 

‘Many lowly worms,"’ -he says, 
“reproduce by this simple process 
of budding or division, That curi- 
ous little pond animal, the hydra 
or fresh water anemone, grows 4 
tittle bud in its side, which ulti- 
mately forms a new hydra. Should | 
this remarkable little animal be cut 
into pieces each piece will grow into, 
a new representative of its rpecies. 

“To a leaser degree this same 
capacity is found in the erab, which | 
can grow a new claw in the place of 
the one that is damaged or de- 
stroyed, as also in various reptiles, 
such as the lizard, which are able 
to reproduce tails in a similar way. 

‘‘Man as an animal has long since 
lost the power of reproducing new 
organs and limbs. If he loses even 
his little finger he is quite unable to 
grow a new one. But it is.a com- 
monplace of science that bodily | 
functions, which play an important, 
part in the every day life of the! 
lower forms from which we can 
trace our descent, still crep up, 
from time to time, in ourselves, 
commonly in an abnormal manner.

To Killa Fowl ° 
The usual and ‘most approved wa 


says Poultry Farmer. This is done b 
holding tne bird firmly by the legs | 
with the left hand, ‘ad ‘by the head | 
with the right, with the thumb and 
fingers round the throat. The fowl is 
then placed across the knees, - breast | 
downwards, with the neck held over 
the right knee. Then the neck is | 
is quickly and firmly extended, and} 
the head bent back suddenly, with 
some force. Hy this means the neck 
should be dislocated just-helow the | 
junction with the head, 

Before being killed the fowls should | 
be kept at least twenty-four hours | 
without food. If this is not done, the 
food left in the crop turns sour, and | 
the whole body decomposes. After | 
the birds are killed, the plucking and 
shaping must be carefully attended to. 
The plucking should be done while the 
fowls are warm, as the feathers come 
out more easily than when the bodiés 
are cold.

Se te 
Dairy Breeds. 


Although the general run of 
dairy cows are of no definite breed- 
| ing, they are not necessarily the 
worse for that. Good dairy qua- 
lity is a natural characteristic which 
is hereditary in an eminent degree. 
A long line of ancestors of dairy 
character on both sides of the fam- 
ily tree is quite sufficient to insure 
good dairy qualit - the offspring, 
writes W. B. Gil 

Dairy character “id been devel- 
oped by careful selection. It is 
not a Tt originally inherent in 
any one breed, although some 
jbreeds prove themselves more 
|amendable to the influence of selec- 
ition than others. 

Dairy farmers are fully alive to 


i 


.|the importance of heredity in this 


respect, and although they favor 
cattle or certain breeds, they fight 
shy of cattle of those breeds from 
pedigree herds. This is because 
they have found that pedigree bulls 
in many instances get calves far in- 
ferior in dairy quality to the calves 
of locally bred bulls. - 

The influence of an unsuitable 
bull is very far reaching, for his 
heifers do not show of what they 
are capable until three years after 
his introduction. 

During these three years, that 
bull, if he is a wrong one, will have 
been destroying the dairy charao- 
ter that probably took many years 
to establish. 

The reason why pedigree bulls in 
the past have failed as sipulag 
sires in the dairy herds is to be at- 
tributed to a great extent to the 
cattle shows. Breeders of bulls for 
sale, naturally look to the show 
yards for publicity and success to 
bring their cattle under the notice 
of the buyers.

THE NEXT OLYMPIC GAMES. 


Germany Already Planning to Outde 
the World In 1916. 
Germany expects to outdo the world 


; 


in the Olympic games in 1916. It will 
have a stadium almost as big as that 
of Athens, where the first revival was 
held in 1806, and the fleld proper is 
likely to be twice the size of that at 
Stockholm. 

The place has been picked, and the 
next Vlympic games will be -held at 
Grunewald, a suburb of Berlin, abou’ 
ten kilometers from the center of the 
city. The place is perhaps not the 
wost accessible in the world, but the 
beauty of location will make up for 
many other shortcomings. 

The most noticeable feature in which 
it will differ from the stadium at Shep- 
herd’s Bush, London, is that the swim- 
ming tank will not be inside the run- 
ning tracks, but in the line of the en- | 
circling building. This is intended to 
give the stadium a more unbroken ap- 
pearance. The inside track of the two 
that encircle the German stadium ‘is | 
for running and will be 400 meters 
(487 yards) long, ‘he outer one is for 


(729 yards) in length. 

About twenty small bedrooms will 
be provided for the use of those: who 
do their training either so early in the 
morning or so late at night that they 
do not wish to have to make the jour- 
ney from or to the city.

A queer bargain has been struck io 
the Austro-Hungarian postoffiice, The 
Oroatians have agreed to quit address 
ing letters to Becs, the Slay name of 
Vienna; the Viennese are to address 
letters for the Croatian capital not te 
Agram, as they have been doing, but 
to Zagrab. The postofiice is expected 
not to deliver letters whose addressers | 
disregard the truce. 

From Vienna (Wien or Becs) to Com 
stantinople (Stamboul) and from Flume 
(Rieka) to Saloniki (Selanik or Solan) 
this babel’s curse of triple names con- 
tinues.

A public meeting was held in the 
Town Hall on Friday evening last, at 
which several. matters of interest to 
the town were ventilated. The prim- 
ary object of the meeting, as stated in 
small bills, was for the purpose of con- 


sidering an offer from the Govern- 
ment for the building of an armory, 
and for seleeting a site. The Reeve 
and Dr. Walt explained the matter 
stating that it was the intention of 
the Government to pay more attention 
to the rural regiments, as the city 
regiments had now got all. the build- 
ings and equipment necessary. 

it was stated that the Government 
intended to erect one or more armor- 
ies in each county, and it was believed 
Stirling could have an armory if proper 
representations were made to the Gov- 
ernment. After some discussion a 
committee was appointed consisting 
of the Reeve, Mr. i Bird and Major 
McKee to'wait upon the Government 
in reference to the matter. Another 
committee was appointed. to look 
around for suitable sites, and to get 
options on the properties. 

Another matter that was spoken of 
was that of the erection of a canning 
factory here, and Mr. Meiklejohn gave 
some information as to what steps 
had been taken in the matter, and 
what was proposed to be done. 

The Reeve also stated that the Coun- 
cil intended to look into the question 
of waterworks for the village, and 
thought a system for all 
cept drinking water, could be installed 
at small cost, and made to pay as the 
electric lighting system is now doing. 
There was plenty of electric power 
available, at email cost to the village. 
More will probably be heard of these 
matters at a later date. ,

Frenchman who died in 1877. In 
the last clause he directed: 
“] express and formally desire 
that my remains may be enclosed 
for burial in my large leather trun, 
instead of putting my survivors to 
the expense of a coffin. 1 am at 
tached to that trunk, which has 
gone round the world with me three 


times. 

. clause reminds one of a 
Harnpshire clergyman referred to 
by Slyyanus Urban: 

“Though he possessed a liberal 
income, he affected the dress of the 
lowest indigence. At the age of 83 
he married a country girl of 13. He 
desired in his will that he might be 
buried in an old chest which he 
had for some time képt by him for 
that purpose, and that the bearers 
should have each of them a pair of 
tanned leather gloves and # new 
pair of shoes, which were given ac- 
oordingly.”’ 

One more instance may be taken 
from this entertaining book : 

One September afternoon in 1874 
an empty hearse was seen etanding 
at about 4 o'clock at the entrance 
of the salons of the Cafe Riche, Rue 
Lepelletier, Paris. On enquiry it 
was found that a frequenter of this 
famous establishment had inserted 
in his will a clause to this effect: 

“] desiro that on the day of my 
burial I may be carried round by 
the Rue Lepelletier to visit once 
more the table where I have spent 
so many of the pleasantest hours of 
my life. 


Shortest Will on Record. 


Among noteworthy wills are some 
of the shortest. It would not do to 
call these curious, for brevity in all 
legal documents is to be encour- 
aged. What is probably one of the 
shortest wills on record was that 
made by the late Mr. Pitcairn, for- 
mérly assistant to the president of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. Though 
he left no less a sum than £3,000,- 
000, his will bequeathing this to his 
widow contained only twelve lines 
of typewriting. 

But an even shorter will was 
made by an Englishman who died in 
May, 1905. It was as follows: “All 
for mother,’’ with the initials of the 
testator, Thesé few words, written 
on the back of an envelope, was 
propounded by the widow—whom 
her husband had thus designated— 
and duly admitted to probate. 

The motive for hiding wills in 
strange places is’ indeed hard to 
understand. Probably it lies in the 
fact that to many people a will, in- 
asmuch as it deals with valuable 
property, is in itself a thing of ac- 
tual commercial value and as such 
should be placed in safe custody. 
And to many persons safe custody 
means hiding.

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CAUSES OF BALDNESS. | 


Responsibilities of Heavy Hats and | 
Improper Dlet. 

Dr, Guelpa, of Paris, has made 
some interesting studies pertaining 
to the scalpand the hair which have 
led him to conclude that men are 
more frequently bald than women 
for three reasons. First of all, they 
wear hard, heavy hats; sooondly, 
they cut their hair too short both 
in aummer and winter, and in the 
third place men usually are greater 
eaters than women, 

Dr. Guelpa ‘points out that the 
scalp can actually be compared to 
soil, says the London Evening 
Standard, the hair to the vegeta 
tion springing from that eal. 
When the soil is poor and impre 
perly looked after microbacilli at- 
tack it and kill off its vegetation. 
Similarly, if the scalp is not pro- 
perly cared for the hair stops 
sprouting. 

Each hair consists of a canal, the 
root or matrix and the sebum, an 
oily substance which supplies the 
hair with nourishment. Under 
normal conditions the sebum is a 
liquid oil. In illness or if irri 
or unduly subjected to pressure the 
sebum thickens, coagulates and 
forms hard little globules which 
choke up the matrix. The hair is 
shut off from its source of supply 
and withers. 

It will readily be seen that a 
heavy and hard hat is bound to ex- 
ert a deleterious pressure. Clip- 
ping the hair or wearing it very 
short leaves the hair at the mercy 
of atmospheric conditions, of cold, 
heat and dust. 

The sebum, like all oily sub- 
stances, tends to coagulate when 
the temperature is low, and while 
the long hair of women affords a 
protection that is ample against 
this condition, the short hair of 


men positively invites destruction} 


of the hair roots. 

A meat.diet increases the propor- 
tion of acids in the blood and con- 
sequently also increases the acids 
in the waste thrown off by the body 
in the form of perspiration. This 
acid pérspiration is particularly 
harmful to the hair, as. it stimu- 
lates unduly the flow of the sebum, 
and as the hair cannot absorb thi« 
unusual amount of fluid placed at 
ite command the fluid thickens 
around the roots of the hair and 
clogs them up. 

As obese persons perspire more 
freely than thin individuals, the 
explanation is at, hand for the bald- 
ness which invariably adds to the 
misery. of the fat man. 

If men would substitute light felt 
hats for derby’s in winter an 
wear soft straw instead of the hard 
as board straw hats with which 
they adorn. themselves in summer, 
baldness would soon be on the wane 


among them. 

Experiments conducted by Mosso, 
of Turin, indicate that physical edu- 
cation and gymnastics serve not 
only for the development of the 
muscles, but for that of the brain 
as well. It is becoming evident, in 
the opinion of this authority, that 
as much time should be devoted to 
muscular exercise as to intellectual 
exercise and that children should 
begin reading and writing only 
after they are 9 years old. 

Muscular fatigue exhibite pheno- 
mena identical with intellectual 
fatigue. Nerve cells show a ten- 
dency to rest every ten seconds, It 
is probable that only part of the 
brain is active at a time; the vari- 
ous parts relieve one another. Tho 
more mobile any animal's extremi- 
ties are the more intelligent, other 
things being equal, it is. 
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| REMARKABLE PART HE PLAY- 


ED IN BIG WARS. 


Pury 


Has Taken a Hand in Nearly Every 
European Conflict on a Big 
Scale. 


Eighteen hundred and twelve was 
the year when Napoleon made up 
his mind to invade Russia. Before 
starting he was careful to inquire 
of the experts at what date winter 
usually set in in Southern Russia. 
They told him the middle of Decem- 
ber, says London Answers. 

It was on June 24th that he in- 
vaded Russia with 600,000 men, and 
he reached Moscow on September 
14th. That night fire broke out, 
and within five days the city was 
burnt to the ground. Even then he 
remained until October 18th before 
commencing his retreat. 

In the last week of October began 
the worst frost which Europe h 
known for three generations. The 
Thames froze from its source to the 
sea. The Seine, the Rhine, the 
Danube were all ice-bound. On the 
Adriatic off Venice was seen the 
amazing sight of floating ice-floea. 
The Hellespont and the Dardan- 
elles were frozen. Jack Frost's icy 
finger lay heavy even upon North 
Africa. Drift ice appeared in the 
Nile, and there were snowstorms 
in Tripoli and Morocco. 


Battling Against Cold. 
As for Napoleon’s huge army, it 


was almost wiped out, Four hun- 
dred thousand men perished. They 


| froze to death in battalions as they 


bivetiacked, and when at last, on 
Décember 6th, Napoleon reached 
German soil, out of his whole vast 
host but 130,000 men were left alive. 

During the winter of 1553-4 the 
Turks were battling for dear life 
along the Danube arainst hordes 
of Russians. In the [ullowing Sep- 
tember 25,000 British troops, 4 
similar number of French, and 
8.000 Turks were landed in’ the 
Crimea. 

Again came a terrible winter, and 
trom the West of Ireland right 
across into Agia frost fell heavy on 
land and sea. In London it froze 
for six weeks without a break. 
From January 14th to February 
24th the thermometer was below 
freezing every night. In the Ori- 
mea the cold was fearful, and our 
Army, disgracefully catered for, 
In all we lost 
920.656 men, and of these only 
twelve per cent. fell in battle. The 
rest were destroyed by cold and 
disease, aggravated by a rotten 
commissariat. 


An Unconditional Surrender. 


In 1870 came the biggest war of 

the latter half of the nineteenth 
century, the titanic conflict be- 
tween France and Germany. By 
October 29th there ware 850,000 
German troops in France, Paris 
-was besieged, and there began the 
four ‘months’ investment, with fur- 
ious fighting on both sides. Again 
Jack Frost came to the aid of the 
Germans. A long spell of intense 
cold made life almost impossible for 
the half-starved French, while the 
Germans, who had the whole coun- 
try to draw on, besides their own 
excellent commissariat, suffered 
very little. By January the city 
was in such a terrible condition 
that it surrendered. , 
. Eighteen hundred and seventy- 
seven was the date of the last great 
war in which Turkey was engaged. 
The Turks were attacked by an 
enormously superior force of Rus- 
sians, with the Tsar himself in 
command, Osman Pasha, with 40,- 
000 men, hurried inland to Plevna, 
a village which stood upon a hill, 
and there hastily entrenched him- 
self. The Russians had 100,000 
men, but Osman and his dauntless 
band defeated them in four suc- 
cessive battles.
